We were late. The rental van was hauling 
fucking ass down a desert highway through a brutal 
rainstorm while lightning ripped the sky apart with 
brilliant and frightening electricity. For once Iron 
Maiden wasn't blaring through the speakers: we 
had a dismally hissing tape of Morbid Angel on the 
stereo. Which album it was I have no idea. I don't 
give a fuck about Morbid Angel or any metal post 
1985. I was ready to throw the shitty tape out of 
the window when an insanely loud sound erupted 
from under the van. In unison we shouted, "What 
the fuck!?" If there had been furniture around, I 
would have ducked and covered like an obedient 
50's school kid. We guessed lightning hit the ground 
under us. We didn't explode or run off the road so 
we shrugged and just kept the pedal on the floor 
and raced towards Santa Fe. 

We pulled up to the punk house were going 
to play that night. Our worries of being late were 
unjustified as we had a vague recollection from past 
tours that shows in the south don't really start until 
10 or 11 PM. Regardless, the house was full of punks 
running around causing chaos. Punks were having 
a good time throwing beer bottles at each other. 
Some dude had the hose out, doing double duty 
soaking some dirty-ass kid passed out in the dirt and 
giving his dog a drink. A gnarled gal came right up 
to the driver's side window and asked if we wanted 
to buy some speed. She looked about 50 years old 
but was probably 25. She was followed by at least 


four other disheveled punks pawning the same 
wares. Our reputation had preceded us all the way 
to New Mexico, but we had no money. Needless to 
say though, these were our people: kindred spirits, 
long lost brothers and sisters: fuckups. We loaded 
the amps down into the basement. We dropped the 
stuff in the corner somewhere amidst dope stained 
mirrors, burnt spoons and broken drum hardware. 
Some of the band went looking for free dope, some 
were bartering with a kid for screen printing ink, 
which we needed badly and received for a shirt and 
some records. I went to sit on the curb in front of 
the house and gather some energy. I was sitting 
there drinking a beer when a young girl came up 
and sat down next to me. She introduced herself 
as Cunt E. Blister. She was 15 with blue hair, a blue 
dress and the dirty mouth of a sailor. She asked me 
if! had any drugs. I didn't. She asked me if I had 
any alcohol. I had a warm Budweiser but wasn't 
about to offer it to her. She put her head in her 
hands for a minute or two than looked towards the 
sky and belched. I asked her if she was from here 
in town and she replied in the affirmative. Then she 
went on to tell me that she was pregnant and trying 
to kill the baby inside her with drugs and booze 
because her boyfriend listened to Nirvana and was 
a dick. I wasn't shocked. 

This is hardcore to me. When I think of hardcore 
punks, these are the kind of people I envision 
and I am drawn to. These are the kind of punks 
I grew up with in the 80's and early 90's. Broken 
homes, broken lives. I hate the Boy Scout version 
of hardcore. I don't give a flying fuck about Ian 
Mackaye or Tim Yohannon or "positive contributions" 
to the punk scene because I don't know what a 
"positive" contribution is anymore. I don't trust 
too many "posi" people, in punk or any walk of life. 
When some clean cut asshole in a hoody tells me 
he doesn't like so-and-so because so-and-so came 
to a show at his house and vomited all over the 
place, I'm thinking, "Sounds like my kind of people." 

I relate to the teenager passed out in the gutter. 
The righteous hardcore kid can, and always will, 
smile to your face and talk shit about you online 
the next day. Doesn't mean shit to me as long as 
he can take a punch next time I see him, but to me 
hardcore was never and never will be a positive 


scene anyway. My generation of punks seem to be 
the outcasts of modern hardcore. I don't condone 
violence at shows but I can't help but smile when 
a fight breaks out at a gig. Ah, the nostalgia!! I 
drink and throw empty beer cans at bands. I don't 
care when a band has a song about blowjobs. I use 
drugs and support violent dancing (only Nazis tell 
the kids how to dance). In my opinion you're at 
a punk show, you deserve to get hit. I care little 
about who said what about whom (because it's all 
probably true) but I also know the dirt on who is 
"tattling" to me and know for a fact they are no 
better. I don't trust punks. I guess this makes me a 
bad person to some people. Eat shit. 

I may be a dinosaur but I'm not bitter and I'm 
still here...for one reason. I drive two hours round 
trip to go to a show every weekend, sometimes two 
or three times a weekend. I value the Bay Area's 
gig spaces that allow me and rest of the fuckups a 
place to call their own. The kids and the older punks 
who go to shows are awesome. They are untamed. 
They don't fall for the political bullshit games punks 
in the 90's did, something that stripped hardcore 
of any of value for me for a loooong fucking 
time. After touring around this summer I realize 
something special is going on here in California. 
From Oakland to East LA, we've found/started 
venues that allow us to be ourselves. These venues 
are the most important thing we have. Most visiting 
bands usually are incredulous, "How do you guys 
get away with this?" Our young scene is easily the 
strongest anywhere. It must be. My only complaint 
about the young punks here is that their musical 
taste is incredibly limited and that usually leads to 
staleness and disinterest and then moving on to 
college, which most will. I think Athena and Scotty 
Karate should be canonized for their dedication to 
the young bands and fans in the Bay Area. If these 
two had their way, they would find a way to make 
every kid feel involved, included and excited. Every 
show these two book will have at least one or two of 
the young bands on the bill, no questions. If there 
is positivity in hardcore, this is it. 

We don't take kindly to the games of "hardcore". 
We used to just take what the scene gave us every 
five years and made the best of it. Now it's time to 
fortify and stabilize foundations, rabble-rouse and 
somehow work as hard as possible to hold on to 
what we have here because our current scene is the 
closest thing i have to "back in the day" and I hope 
the young punks realize this. Everything I think of 
as "hardcore" has been replaced and homogenized 
into bland nothingness. No more characters, no 
more nut-cases, no more free-thinkers. Just kids in 
black t-shirts following orders.fuck. 

So Bay Area punks, do me a favor...go to the 
venues every weekend and hang out with us, the 
kids and the old fux. All local band gigs are the 










best. It's no surprise every touring band that 
comes through usually gets schooled by a bunch 
of teen-agers. And hey...pay to get in...and throw 

some beer cans at me, i deserve it!! 



Just a few housekeeping items from me this 
time. First, I'd like to welcome two of my old¬ 
est friends, Chris Dodge and #, back to SF&L! 
We've been doing the zine for awhile now, so it's 
probably good to mention to newer readers that 
we (Six Weeks) can't take credit for starting the 
zine. Chris, of Slap A Ham/Stikky/Spazz/No Use 
For A Name (ha!) fame, started it way back in 
the 90's (good luck finding those issues!). Jeff 
and I have been columnists for it since the very 
first issue. Chris handed the reins over to us a 
few years back and we've been at it ever since. 

He took a break for awhile, but I knew we'd lure 
him back to the dark side eventually and I didn't 
even have to bake him a cheesecake! Chris my 
dear friend, we re glad to have you back in our 
clutches.

While I'm on this hostess-with-the-mostest 
trip, I gotta take a few minutes to wish my very 
good friend, bandmate, and follow SF&L staffer, 
Ami Lawless, a very happy 40th birthday! if any 
of you have seen Ami in person, the fact that 
she's 40 is probably surprising as you know my 
girl doesn't took her age at all, plus she still 
rocks the fuck out. I think it’s fucking awesome 
that she's still a punk (shit, at this point, it's safe 
to say that she's a lifer), can still kick your ass 
(and will if you piss her off), is still the baddest 
dyke to ever rock the mic, still loves collecting 
records and tapes, yet is a rad parent, good

Crunchy Potato Chips and a 20 Oz bottle of Diet 
Cherry and Vanilla Dr Pepper is not thee break¬ 
fast of champions. Two hours of sleep in a boiling 
hot room surrounded by ten snoring and farting 
people does not keep me well rested. When you 
add a giant rat that's a foot above my head mak¬ 
ing a nest in its cage all night into the equation it 
doesn't really help matters either. 

I keep having weird tour dreams; whilst lying 
on the filthy van floor two days ago I looked 
up at Jensen's face and watched it distort and 
grow another mouth just below his nose. "Holy 
shit! I had the weirdest dream" I exclaimed as 
I awoke with a jolt, then some random German 
crawled out from underneath the seat next to me, 
remarked "you're not kidding" and exited through 
the van window, despite the fact that we were 
traveling at over 70 MPH. And last night, in the 
ten minutes that the above mentioned rat took a 
wee break and let me sleep, I dreamt a parade of 
former sexual partners quizzed me on a variety 
of mind numbing topics whilst Michigan racists 
shot black people with World War One rifles and 
turned them into zombies. 

When I moved to Canada immediately after 
Shank broke up I never really saw myself touring 
again for some reason but these disconnected 
ramblings are being written during a particularly 
dull van ride in the mid-west three quarters of 
the way through our third tour in less than a 
year. The next three tours are vaguely planned 
too, which is especially odd given how much 
I used to actively despise touring when I was 
younger and in a better position to hop in a 
van for weeks on end than I am now. There was 
always some bullshit and drama to deal with, 
bullshit and drama that came from me as much 
as I did from anyone else if I'm entirely honest. 


When I was about eight years old I remember 
being in a fabric shop in my hometown of Leeds 
in the North of England. My mother was talking 
to the owner about the anarchist parade/ protest 
that was happening that day. I have no idea what 
the protest was about, it may well have been 
one the original Stop The City events though, I 
remember they threw red paint on a 
particularly ugly wrought iron statue of a horse 
outside a bank. Anyway, the owner wields his 
giant fabric scissors in the air like a weapon 
and announces that he'll "cut their bloody daft 
Mohican hair off if any of them try and come in 
here" as he snip snips the air. 

Twelve years later I'm tearing down a cem¬ 
etery wall in London so that people can throw 
heavy objects at advancing riot police. Another 
two years later and I'm being kicked to the 
ground and arrested on a busy Scottish street on 
a Saturday afternoon for punching a cop in the 
face during a minor anti-fascist riot. Someone 
reads me my rights and an inquisitive child of 
about ten stares at the spectacle unfolding in 
front of him while he holds his horrified looking 
mother's hand. I wonder what cornerstone of his 
adult memories I formed that day? 

In my confused rush to add meaning to a 
grim and violent existence I used to put my ener¬ 
gies into all manner of replacements for religion 
(I can't help it, my Grandfather baptized me at 
three months). I was a vegan for ten years and 
for at least two of those I can recognize and 
laugh at the fact that I was the living embodi¬ 
ment of a stressed white male with a cause and 
something to prove. Like anyone that's used to 
endlessly questioning their every thought and 
action I eventually got over it. If your priorities 
can't evolve and develop over time then you may 
as well give up on trying to have any friends; and 
please, for God's sake, don't bother having kids. 

Veganism hasn't played a role in my life for 
about three years now, but I still don't know how 
to boil an egg. I'm so used to a vegan diet that I 
don't really know how to prepare food any other 
way. 

I read MRR's "Is Business Killing Punk?" 
articles in the van and the biggest thing that 
struck me was actually how little I cared about 
the whole thing. There are so many more things 
in my life that necessitate my time and critical 
faculties that, like feeding myself, I just work on 
auto-pilot, the only way I know how to. This isn't 
a dis on MRR at all, far from it; ten years ago 
I would've eaten that shit up and had my own 
lengthy contribution to add. 

As I talked about last issue, the underground 
I grew up with is 100% dead and buried and will 
never come back, it's impossible. And really, I'm 


completely OK with that, I really am. I guess 
what we have now is neo-hardcore, it looks and 
sounds like hardcore, but it isn't really the same 
as it once was. 

I still do things the only way I know how to, 
the way I saw them being done by others years 
ago and the way I had to fit myself into that 
framework. The framework has evolved dramati¬ 
cally but the grass roots of my approach to my 
role in DIY music is essentially the same as it 
was 15 years ago. But to reiterate this again, I'm 
not going to be that boring old man shaking his 
fist at the sky, wishing it was still like it was 
back in the day (and fifteen years ago I was tired 
of pathetic old men talking about how it was 
back in the day). Back in the day my life fucking 
sucked and I can't possibly return to the mental 
landscape that made me this way. And besides, I 
like being relatively together. 

Thanks to all my new friends and thanks to 
all my old friends. Thanks to my band for being 
low stress, thanks to Missy for being second in 
command. Thanks to Iron Lung for being the best 
band in DIY and being in the same headspace 
I'm in. Thanks to former band mates that cross 
the Atlantic to come out on tour with me three 
times a year. Thanks to Pittsburgh. Thanks to Gulf 
Coast Grindcore Comrades. Thanks to Sam Wicks. 
Thanks to Lauren Garaventa. 



Hails Short, Fast n Loud mother fuckers! I'm 
writing this column from the sunny shores of 
Belize and am here celebrating my recent birth¬ 
day with my partner in crime Sandee LawLess. 

FYI; there are several types of rum made in 
Belize, but the one I suggest everybody should 
try is One Barrel. I'm fuckin' lovin' it as I write 
this mang. We've already been to southern 
Mexico and Guatemala is next up. So far we've 
stayed at a hostel in Cancun; Cancun is one of 
my least favorite spots in Mexico, it was just a $ 
good place for us to fly in and out of for this trip. 









We did however make it to a gay bar there - it 
was kinda weird for a gay bar, played some loud 
obnoxious disco (not the weird part) and punta 
rock. What was weird to me was that the women 
and there were quite a few, pretty much stayed 
back off in a corner and didn't really socialize 
with the rest of the crowd. Also nobody was danc¬ 
ing under the disco lights. We hung out there 
as long as we could, but eventually fell victim 
to drink and weariness, so headed back to the 
hostel a few blocks away to prepare for our next 
days journey by water taxi to Isla Mujeres. 

Sandee and me decided to bring a tent along 
in order to camp along the way. We had a good 
yet very hot time(100+ degrees) camping on 
the sweet little island off the coast of Mexico 
called Isle Mujeres. Little did we know the hostel 
we were camped out at turned into a rave from 
11:00pm- 4:00am, that kinda sucked for us since 
we'd drank rum for most of the day in the sun, 
and had a sampling of several different tequilas 
with and after dinner; we were also pretty tired 
from traveling. All we wanted was some sleep. 
Since the rave goes on every night, we decided 
to quickly make haste back to mainland to start 
our journey. 

Next up on our loose itinerary was busing 
it from Cancun to Tulum Mexico. Tulum is an 
incredibly beautiful area that is home to two 
separate sets of Mayan ruins and gorgeous white 
sand beaches where you can wade out a few hun¬ 
dred yards, yet still touch the oceans floor while 
being bathed in warm waters; nothing like the 
northern Cali beaches that we are used to. 

We took two days to explore the Mayan ruins 
in this area and day or two just to chill. One day 
we did Tulum itself which overlooks the ocean 
at its east side (saw the hugest iguanas i'd ever 
seen in my life there) and the next day went over 
to Coba. Coba are ruins set off about 45 minutes 
to the west side of the actual town of Tulum and 
are smack dab in the middle of a jungle. It was 
pretty rad. We were able to rent bicycles for $3 
a day there to explore the ruins and jungle. It 
is about a 3 mile trek into the jungle to get to 
the ruins and back- so the bikes saved us time 
getting out to them and it was kinda fun to be 
able to peddle along with monkeys swingin' in 
the tree's above. We also saw a huge tarantula 
on one of the bike paths that was super fury and 
black with a red mark. 

I'm now in Guatemala and am having a great 
time! We left Belize a few days ago and found 
it to be super awesome and perhaps one of the 
most unique experiences I've ever had traveling. 

We spent our first few days in Belize on the 
island of Caye Caulker. This island is only 4 miles 
long and about 5 blocks wide. There are no auto¬ 


mobiles (bike punx would def love it), only bikes, 
and golf carts. It has a pretty small town atmo¬ 
sphere and the locals are all super friendly and 
talkative. There is definitely a tourist element to 
the place, which is this small town's main source 
of income. We hit it lucky and were here during 
the off season. At first we thought we'd be able 
to camp on the island but alas were told there 
was no place to pop a tent. So we then opted for 
a $15 (US) room at a place called Marins. It is 
run by a young Belizean dude named Dave Marin 
who proved to be a helpful and informative host. 

While on Caye Caulker we decided to take 
an all day sailing/snorkeling trip that had 3 main 
stops. The first stop was a coral reef that was 
spectacular in its underwater beauty. The second 

stop was called "shark and stingray alley". 

and yes we did get to snorkel with some sharks 
and sting rays (I was 2 feet from a stingray that 
was over 8 feet wide)- it was incredible. Our two 
man sail boat crew Brown and Captain Ramsey 
were cool as fuck and kept the reggae, traditional 
ska and punta rock jamming all day long. They 
also made us some fresh lobster ceviche and 
rum punch. Brown actually caught the lobster on 
our first stop at the coral reef. 

When we were at shark and stingray alley, 
Brown was cleaning the lobster over the side 
of the sail boat and it was attracting a large 
amount of nurse sharks averaging about 4-6 in 
length. Ramsey was telling everybody to get out 
of the water, then was distracted by something. I 
looked around and didn't see Sandee anywhere 
so looked over the side and she was still in the 
water with I don't even know how many sharks 
frenzying around her. She was super stoked and 
finished off the roll of film we had in the dispos¬ 
able under water camera we brought with us. 

I think that was def a high point for her...per¬ 
sonally it kinda freaked me out to see her sur¬ 
rounded by so many big-ass fish. 

Also while on Caye Caulker we made friends with 
some locals and frequented the local reggae bar 
"I and I". The I and I is pretty sick, has swings 
for seats in the main bar, but also has a monkey 
walk to a little cabana styled chill area and a 
sweet tree house above the main bar with ham¬ 
mocks and suspended seats. We quickly became 
regulars during our short time there and made 
friends with the two bartenders Rodolfo and Nate. 
These two dudes were cool and smoked us out 
in the tree house with some local weed. Caye 
Caulker was def goodtimes. 

After leaving Caye Caulker and heading 
back to mainland Belize we ended up renting a 
4-wheel drive Tracker and were able to go off 
road miles away from anything or anybody in the 
jungles. It was truly like nothing else. We'd been 


told by some locals to go visit a couple of small 
villages on the coast towards the southern end of 
Belize, so we did. 

First was Dangriga, which is known for its 
people's incredible African drumming tradition. In 
the middle of town stands a huge monument that 
is made up of three giant drums. We only stayed 
a day or so there and eventually found our way 
to Hopkins. Hopkins is a very small village that 
was established by a tribe of Garifuna. How the 
Garifuna tribe came to settle in Belize is a pretty 
amazing story in itself. In 1635 two Spanish 
ships carrying captured slaves to the West Indies 
from Nigeria were shipwrecked near the island 
of Saint Vincent. During the mayhem that ensued 
during the sinking of the two ships, the Garifuna 
swam to shore escaping slavery. They settled 
on Saint Vincent with the islands inhabitants the 
"Caribs", who offered them a home and protec¬ 
tion. 

When Britain invaded and took control of Saint 
Vincent in 1796 they considered the Garifuna 
enemies and deported them to the island of 
Roatan in Honduras. However Roatan was not 
big enough and did not have the resources to 
enable the Garifuna to thrive. About half, aprox 
2,000 died of starvation and disease. They then 
petitioned the Spanish government to move to 
mainland Honduras, where they have villages 
to this day. The Garifuna have settled villages 
in the Caribbean as well as along the coast 
of Honduras, the coast of Belize and coast of 
Guatemala. 

Hopkins was the place we stayed at the 
longest because of its unspoiled raw beauty 
and super friendly villagers. I don't think that I 
have ever seen such poverty in my life (Belize 
is a very poor country with a very corrupt gov¬ 
ernment). Everybody we talked to had a story 
about the shady prime minister and how he’d 
bilked this village or that one out of money or 
investment opportunities. However most people 
seemed very happy and were just as curious 
about us as we were about them. Nobody in 
Belize is in a rush and everybody has time for 
long genuinely sincere conversation. It was really 
refreshing to spend time with people that didn't 
care about this band or that, what vintage sneak¬ 
ers they just bought or any other trivial shit. 

We made some good friends in Hopkins and are 
already planning another trip back later this year. 

Another city in Belize we stayed in was San 
Ignacio. Very small town feel to it and a couple 
of beautiful bridges that make there way in and 
outta town. The guest house we stayed at there 
had several lizards also, cohabitating with us in 
our room and a cool parrot named Mary that 
only talked to me when Sandee wasn't around. 
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Guatemala is pretty beautiful as well. We ended 
up staying on the island of Florence, which is in 
the middle of a lake. It is really nice with cobble 
stone streets, brightly painted buildings and 
amazing views from all sides of the island. The 
food so far has been pretty damn yummy, black 
beans with every meal is A-OK by me. We mighta 
drank our weight in cuba libres's (rum n coke 
with lime or lime juice) at the locals bar, but 
when the drinks are so cheap ($1.10 US) it makes 
it real easy. 

We hit up another Mayan ruin here in 
Guatemala called Tikal. Tikal is located in a rain 
forest and is about a 6 mile hike. Gawd the tem¬ 
ples, pyramids and structures were all so beauti¬ 
ful and huge. It really trips me out wondering 
how the little (in stature) Mayans built such huge 
structures. Moving enormous stones, carving 
them into squares, then stacking them up pretty 
damn high; all without modern technology to 
ease the back breaking burden. While at Tikal we 
found ourselves in a torrential down pouring of 
rain. It felt great to be in a rain forest that looked 
like the land that time forgot all soaked to the 
bone. There are even some temples n Tikal that 
date back to before li'l babay Jeebus was born. 

I highly recommend that everybody should make 
the trip down to Mexico, Belize and Guatemala at 
least once in their lives, it is well worth it.

WHEN ARE THE HATERS 
GONNA STOP? 

(taken from Gay.com) 

-(Santa Fe, New Mexico) Four people have been 
indicted by a grand jury in the July kidnapping 
and beating of an 18 year old gay man. Two 
of the accused are minors who will be tried as 
adults and can now be named. Charged with 


kidnapping, aggravated battery, conspiracy and 
false imprisonment are Cecily Gonzales, Leroy 
Segura, Uriah Smith and William York. The 
charges carry a hate crime enhancement, mean¬ 
ing if they are convicted the jury can add an extra 
year onto their sentences. The 18-year old victim 
and a female friend - their names have not been 
released for their own security - had gone to 
a party at a local home but when they tried to 
leave the four became verbally abusive. When 
they managed to get outside the group jumped 
them. They were held and the gay man was 
beaten by the suspects who said that they were 
going to beat him straight. The beatings contin¬ 
ued throughout the night and into the next morn¬ 
ing. The victim suffered bleeding on the brain 
and a concussion as well as facial lacerations 
and bruising. He has since been released from an 
area hospital. The female who accompanied the 
18 year old to the party also was held by the four 
assailants, the statement said. She was kicked 
in the face and suffered a broken nose. A state¬ 
ment of probable cause, filed by the prosecutor 
in state District Court says York told police that 
he was told by Segura that the victim had tried to 
grab his butt. York said he had not felt a grope 
but was upset by what Segura had told him. The 
statement also says York told police that every¬ 
one at the party was making fun of the 18-year- 
old man because he was gay and that he wanted 
to "scare [him] to make him straight and to get 
him to stop acting the way he was." The state¬ 
ment goes on to quote from an interview given to 
police by the minor male in the case where the 
youth said he, York and Segura tied down the vic¬ 
tim, placed a torn T-shirt over his face, dragged 
him to a deserted field and began beating him. 

The juvenile, according to the prosecutor's state¬ 
ment, told police that he egged on York by using 
Spanish homophobic slurs. 


them. Deputy District Attorney Dwayne Moring 
said that Kuechmann preyed on people who were 
different from the mainstream and not likely to 
go to police. All three women pressed charges 
but Moring said it may only be the tip of the 
iceberg. One victim described the terror when 
Kuechmann pulled a gun and demanded sex. "I 
knew it was a heavy gun because he laid it on my 
back," she told the court. She and the two other 
victims also testified that Kuechmann threatened 
to kill them if they went to police.

and gas masks, firmly upheld the tradition of all 
bands from Japan being fucking awesome live 
regardless of the genre. I doubt I'll be looking 
into buying any albums by these dudes but they 
were a lot of fun to watch on stage. I dunno how 
the gaijin bass player managed to wear his gas 
mask microphone contraption through the entire 
set without passing out in the billion-degree 
heat. A real die-hard gore enthusiast, that fella. 
The stand out aspect of BUTCHER ABC was the 
really powerful drumming, one of the few guys at 
this fest who didn't do the "it's all in the wrist" 
finesse drumming style and instead opted for the 
"whack the shit out of your kit'' approach. Hats 
off to Conan. 

ANATA were one of the most boring bands I've 
seen in ages. To my ignorant, close-minded 
ears all that technical proficiency just sounded 
like jazz for emo kids going through their metal 
phase and gave these dudes the honor of being 
the only band at the fest that I thought really just 
out and out sucked. I guess if you were desper¬ 
ate for something positive to say, you could say 
ANATA were really good at doing what they do. 
Then again, that statement would hold true for 
THE DAVE MATHEWS BAND or Billy Joel as well... 
so if you like crap, you'd enjoy the hell out of 
ANATA. 

Just in the nick of time, the wife rescued me 
with a cold beer and we went to seek safety in 
one of the merch rooms. I've never seen more 
merch table mayhem in my life. There were at 
least fifty billion tables full of stuff. An entire 
flea market of brutality! Based on the long-haired 
wheelers and dealers at this fest alone, it would 
seem that metal guys have a much better busi¬ 
ness ethic than most punk rock merchants. Plenty 
of CDs with autopsy photos and birdshit-look- 
ing band logos for everyone! I mainly flipped 
through the somewhat Umited offering of vinyl, 
eventually finding a copy of ABIGAIL'S first LP 
(which I forgot to go back and buy... duh) and 
some nice embroidered patches. We ended up 


buying 
odd. SI 
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time for BUTCHER ABC to go on. These guys, 
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kool aid on the crowd with super soaker squirt- 
guns. MACHETAZO are the real deal. My hit pick 
for the first day's barrage of noise for sure. 

We took yet another air breathing break and then 
came back in for more Spanish metal punish¬ 
ment via HAEMORRHAGE, who are probably now 
officially my favorite current death metal band. 
Even better than the last time I saw them, these 
guys are entertaining as hell with a blood-soaked 
human cartoon character singer dude cutting 
the rug with some real classy "eating my own 
flesh while digging your grave" dance moves, 
severed limps and a human brain in a pickle jar. 
More importantly, they remember to include a lot 
of really catchy riffs in their songs - a missing 
element from a lot of metal stuff. It's always a 
good sign when the "here's some songs from 
our new album" songs are just as good as the 
old ones you are already familiar with. After the 
bloodshed, we went back to the hotel and ate 
some peanut butter sandwiches, drank bourbon 
and diet Coke out of wine glasses, watched J Lo's 
modern cinematic masterwork "Monster In Law" 
and then passed out. 

We got to the club on day two just in time to see 
YACOPSAE, who kicked a ton of ass. These guys 
are another one of those living, breathing "how 
to play fast hardcore" type bands. Stop on a dime 
thrash precision. Mei pointed out that these guys 
are without a doubt the most German looking 
Germans she'd ever seen. None more German. 
SAYYADINA then destroyed my brain. Easily the 
best band of the second day, maybe the entire 
test. Pissed as shit and raw like a fucking con¬ 
crete block up the ass. Ove is a madman on the 
drums... fast as fuck. ROMPEPROP from the 
Netherlands had a funny looking dude dressed 
like a mummy playing bass but that's about all I 
really remember. A kind of a comedy goregrind 
band with lots of those polka beats, I lost inter¬ 
est after a few tunes and went to have a cigar. 
DISFEAR were good and I could see maybe being 
into them at some other time but not on this day 
of metal. Just didn't ring my bell or something. 

I figured they would be a sure-fire standout hit 
due to being the only purely traditional hardcore 
punk rock band on the bill but it just didn't fly. 
Kinda like their records... they were just there. I 
can understand why so many folks are into them, 
tho. Mei suggested they were like UNCURBED 
but without all the butt-kicking rock n' roll parts 
that make those guys so great. Pretty accurate 
description. Some really boring band was next 
so after checking out a song or two to make sure 
we they weren't just trying to fool us, we headed 
down the street to relax a bit. 


After a nice gulp of fresh air, we went back to the 
test and UNHOLY GRAVE took control of the place. 
I'm not a big fan of their records. I don't dislike 
them; I've just never been really destroyed by 
one of their recorded tunes like i have by their 
peers IRE, BATHTUB SHITTER and the first couple 
of 324 records. Maybe I got the wrong ones? 

I've still never found that awesome AGATHOCELS 
record either so who knows? That said, UNHOLY 
GRAVE fucking killed live. Raw, appropriately 
sloppy (energy over technique!) and absolutely 
perfect. Aside from the aforementioned IRF, 
who i can't imagine will even be topped, I'd 
say UNHOLY GRAVE are about as close as you're 
gonna get to seeing flawless "From Enslavement" 
style grindcore goodness. This was the only band 
at the fest that I saw forced to do an encore tune 
by the appreciative audience. Having our skulls 
ground into a watery paste, we skipped the last 
few bands. I think I would have been a lot more 
into seeing DISMEMBER if it was fifteen years ago 
and I was still really into them. Knowing full well 
how lame this might sound, at this point a quiet 
dinner with the wife sounded much more inter¬ 
esting so we split, had some Thai noodles, did a 
little late-night sight seeing and our weekend of 
brutality came to an end. Hail Satan. 

One last little tidbit here. I've heard that this 
might be the last issue of SFL for a while. I would 
guess a lot of headaches, screaming, cursing 
and kicking goes into organizing this bunch of 
weirdoes and fuck ups to end up with the killer 
'zine that it is. I don’t blame the bosses for 
wanting a break, but I hope they'll start back up 
soon. Aside from Barely Legal and Black Tail, this 
is undeniably the single best publication going 
today. SFL never die!

Storm Alert CD 

As I understand it, TORTURE were a late 80s 
Texas thrash metal band whose career began and 
ended with an EP "Terror Kingdom" (’87) and 
an LP "Storm Alert" ('89).

SEVENTH CROSS plies its trade somewhere in that 
no-mans-tand between death metal and black 
metal. At times the band strays more towards 
the crushing heaviness of the former but at oth¬ 
ers it utilizes the melody and darkness often 
found in the later. The end result is not going to 
bring anything new to the scene, and to be hon¬ 
est, the band sometimes comes across as just a 
bit too "safe" in its approach, but I certainly can't 
deny that the album is executed with a razor 
sharp edge and manages to both get the ole 
noggin a bangin' and the neck a snappin'.

Fuck, I'm a 
huge fan of SO WHAT as well as of GASTUNK and 
even I'm a sucker for Japcore, I just recently found 
out that the SO WHAT "Bloodwash the dead city" 7" 
really exists (six tracks were self released (?] in '86 
and only "Sorrows continuative" already appeared 
on SO WHAT's extraordinary "Injustice" 8" flexi that 
was set free by D.I.S. Records in '85). Same counts 
for the GASTUNK "Dead song" 7" flexi, which was 
a freebee of a zine that was published in Japan in 
1985!! For almost 20 years, both records were (and 
in all probability still are) totally anonymous in the 
Western world - lucky me, that at least I got hold 
of GASTUNK's "Dead song" 7" flexi. Be sure about 
that I'm not really satisfied with my CDR copy of 
"Bloodwash the dead city", but due to financial 
circumstances things are as they are. Hhhmmm, 
but as a minimum, a short time ago, I obtained the 
mysterious to me hitherto GIL "Hard core" MCD for 
reasonably cheap, so even by no means I'll get my 
dirty fingers on an original pressing of "Bloodwash 
the dead city" sooner than later. I'm able to smirk 
from ear to ear. Anyway, enough of this senseless 
collector bullshit gangbang babbling, "less talk, 
more rock" is much healthier for our wallets 
-here we go!!

Even DEADLESS MUSS didn't run after every 

trendy crap like_(place your preferred 

name here; ROSE ROSE would be a pleasing 
example...), somehow they changed their style 
of punk throughout the years of their career, but 
let's start from the beginning; On their very first 
publication, the "Rise against" 8" flexi, on just one 
side, this foursome offered quicker paced to some 


extent kinda sloppy, snotty hardcore punk with a 
gruff barking singer who reminds me a little bit of 
Sakevi from the mighty GISM. Unfortunately there's 
no lyric sheet (at least my copy doesn't include 
one) as I really want to know what songs like for 
instance "Atomic bomb", "Kill the right wing" (okay, 
that's pretty obvious) or "Final bet" are all about. 
Whatever, in '85, the "I will..." 7" saw the light of 
day and this platter, which's libretto was thrown in, 



features more or less the same line of attack as 
the aforementioned "Rise against" 8" flexi. I for 
myself enjoy the "I will..." 7" a tad more because 
the sound quality is a lot better - sure, the echoes 
are raw as fuck, but of course not as muddy as 
on the flexi. After the "I will..." 7", DEADLESS 
MUSS altered their manner and this theory can 
be witnessed on their following two assaults - the 
"860 seconds cooking" 7" as well as on the "5 
years imprisonment" 12". While the "860 seconds 
cooking" 7" (next to the vocabulary, you should find 
a sticker) delivers relatively moderate, yet swift 



plus powerful skate thrash that contains clean, 
shouted singing parts (the association to Sakevi 
isn't vaUd anymore), the "5 years imprisonment" 
12" (lyrics are integrated) is an all out blazing, 
extremely hasty - sometimes violent speeds are 


hit!! - thrashcore onslaught at it's very fuckin' 
best. Man, you cannot go wrong with twentysix 
outbursts of funny, every now and then melodic, 
but always rabid thrashing rage on 45 revolutions 
per minute!! If I'm correct, none of these pieces 
of vinyl were re-released or bootlegged and that's 
a shame since DEADLESS MUSS still totally rock 
the little ghetto I'm living in. Beside of the just 
reviewed records, this unit came into sight with 
two tracks on the famous "Shoudoku Gig" comp. 
LP (Selfish Records / 1987 / comprises DIS PAD, 
EXCLAIM, IDIOT IDOLATERS, GUDON, SYSTEMATIC 
DEATH, SWORD, GUTTER SNIPE, SO WHAT, OUTO, 
GAUZE, GAGIZE, CHICKEN BOWELS, S.O.B. and LIP 
CREAM as well), with two slits on the "Attack" 
comp. 7" (Jungle Hop International Records /1987 



/ the other hordes are SO WHAT, DETROIT and FUCK 
GEEZ), with three anthems on the "Hang the Sucker 
vol. 1" comp. 7" (Kagai Mousou Records / 1988 / 
check' out HALF YEARS, SO WHAT and G00G0L PLEX 
too) and, last, but not least, with seven funerals on 
the "Corruption" comp. LP (For The Deaf Records 
/ 1988 / DOOMS' DAY, CHEEKY, SO WHAT, DEATHLY 
TERROR GILLZ in addition to this crowd with 
Japanese capitals also kill). DEADLESS MUSS were 
fucken godsent, thus do yourself a good deed and

From the first to the very last second, this compilation 
destroys - just take a look at the orchestras who 
contribute their stirring mayhem: SYSTEMATIC 
DEATH (blistering thrash as usual), GHOUL (noisy 
hardcore punk), CLAY (harsh stuff with hollering 
vox) and GASTUNK (earsplitting bits and pieces)... 
Yes, every posse should be notorious due to their 
own donations to the punk community, but this 8" 
accumulates them all - fukken yeah!! Before I fail 
to remember: This 8", that resides in a huge poster 
wrapping, is full of "just" live footage - normally 
I'm not much into live recordings, but since these 
rough soundscapes there or thereabouts are more 
than acceptable, I cannot recommend this kick in 
the teeth enough!! 

INNOCENTS-“MASHO” 7” 

8 tracks / D.I.S. Records / 1988 
Alongside of their manifestations on a few 
compilations, I believe INNOCENTS released just 
this one and only full single and for that reason 
they're (or should?) somewhat shrouded in secrecy, 
aren't they?! However, this Japanese quartet 
amused themselves as well as their audience with a 
healthy dose of out and out rudimentary, but always 
generally quite speedy, smashing, early United 
Kingdom influenced hardcore punk that encloses 
enough hints of melody plus heaps of bleak as fuck, 
snarling screams and shouts to make a permantely 
drunken old fart (like me, ha ha) happy. In fact, 
in my humble opinion, INNOCENTS are one of the 
most underrated bands out of the land of the rising 
sun from an era long forgotten and this EP cleary 
shows why this world is ssooo unfair. On a side 
note: The lyric poster illustrates that three out of 
these four chaps had mohawks that equal fucking 
weapons - now this is punk to the friggin' max, 



isn't it! Next to this 7", INNOCENTS emerged with 
two songs on the "Shizuoka City hard core" 7" flexi 
(MCR Company Records /1990 / the other groups 
are MENTAL, THE RUSTLER and NIBBLES), with two 
tracks on the "Target Dictator" comp. CD (Fight Men 
Records /1991 / the added packs are CONQUEST, 
LESS HAZE, HELL NOISE, MUSHROOM, VIOLENT PAIN, 
ZIGOKU-MANJYU, SO WHAT, STRANDED, GHOZA, 
STRUGGLE, DISCLAIM, UNDEAD MURDER along with 
BLOODTHIRSTY) and finally with three cuts on the 
"Who's chained up to the Dogs of Outrage!!" comp. 
LP (Vinyl Japan Records / 1993 / also investigate 
PILEDRIVER, THE RUSTLER, BANISH ARMS, JUNTESS 
on top of SO WHAT). When all's said and done, not 
only "Masho" transfers a top-notch drug for all of 
your addictions, so go and hunt down INNOCENTS' 
work of genius immediately!!

The first two signs of life of this amazing outfit 
with the strange (terrific?) moniker appeared in 
1982 on the absolutely legendary "Outsider" comp. 
LP (City Rocker Records / 1982 / also has GISM, 
COMES, LAUGHIN' NOSE, GAUZE, FULLX, ROUTE 66 
and MADAME EDWARDA), but in all honesty, on 
the "Outsider" sampler, MASTURBATION'S sort of 
rather mid tempo to slightly hurried, droning new- 
wavy punk don't do much for me - I personally 
stick to their own outputs and most of all to the 
completely awesome "Heishi to nate senjou e 
mukae" 7" a hell of a lot more! Well, the one sided 
"Shinigao" 7" flexi walks into the direction of the 
plodding material on the "Outsider" comp. LP, apart 
from it's way more intense and passionate. Decent 
shit. By the way, the fold out sleeve shows three 
cute boys (back in '83, the members most probably 
were just 16 or 17 years old...) and according to 
this picture, I'm wondering that these guys were 
able to play such potent music f if you're able 
to decipher Japanese symbols, ! guess you'll sing 
along to these tunes. Nonetheless, let me talk 
about the masterpiece of this troop, the "Heishi 
to nate senjou e mukae" 7": This slab of wax 
(the lines are printed on the back cover) totally 
excites me as this is nothing but slower to up 
beat, gigantic abrasive, hookladen punkrock which 
lives from the wholly unadulterated brazen vocals.

quite good payment depending 
on the club or booker. That's the 
less you have to get as a band 
I think. But it was quite good in 
US too. On some places you 
felt like a king and on some 
you don't. Hehe. One more 
thing is that in the US every 
band has their own backline 
with them. That's very unusual 
here in Sweden and in all 
Europe. If you can, you borrow 
the backline from the venue or 
the headliner band. You only 
have to bring the amps, guitars, 
cymbals, snare and pedals. 
Sometimes you agree with a 
band and share on the backline 
and bring the cabinets or the 
drums. But one reason is maybe 
that it's much cheaper in the US 
to buy instruments and stuff.

(vox) and INTERMENT (guitar and vox) plus some 
projects of course! Jimmy has CROSSING CHAOS 
(guitar and vox), SCANDINAVIAN JAWBREAKER 
(bass) and INTERNATIONAL SINNERS (bass). 
Micke have always some projects as usual. We 
all have jobs but it's little hard to combine jobs, 
families and the bands. We don't rehearsal so 
much as we did before which is sad but that's one 
reason that we have time with other bands.

3. NOISE DISTRACTION:

Listen 
to NOISE DISTRACTION'S superior "Agitate 
power" 7" flexi (Self released; 1990) as 
well as to the entirely marvelous "Die a 
peaceful death" LP (Vinyl Japan Records; 
1992) and get a lesson in what burly, ultra 
powerful in addition to uncompromisingly 
fast, razor-sharp Japanese speed-/hardcore 


should sound. NOISE DISTRACTION didn't take 
any prisoners, consequently it's obvious to 
speak of them here. 


ANDY STICK: 

I personally think Discharge are underrated 
because I worship them so much, but there you 
go. Here's my real list (my original list had Italy's 
Los Vaticanos, Ottawa and Japanese noise artist 
MO*TE too): 

ASPIRIN FEAST 

I picked up a 7" by them in Germany years 
ago and totally loved it, straight up hardcore 
with an early DRI craziness to it 


4. OFFENDERS: 

Back in the early '80's, the OFFENDERS 
released such amazing records like for 
instance the "Lost caustes" 7" ('81), the "I 
hate myself/Bad times" 7" ('84), the "Fight 
back" 7" ('89; recorded in '81), the "We 
must rebel" LP ('83) and this masterpiece 
baptized "Endless struggle" LP ('85), but 
even the OFFENDERS are called a classic band 
these days, unfortunately they never got the 
recognition they indisputably deserved.

5. PLAGUE: 

Although intense as fuck, tuneless, thrashy 
on top of sloppy hardcore for the sake of 
hard-fucking-core simply cannot be played 
any better, PLAGUE were and still are (no, 
if I'm correct, they're not around anymore) 
criminally overlooked for sure. Check out 
some of their work of genius such as the 
"Just say no" 7" (from '87), the split LP 
w/ ROVSVETT ('88; this platter is a fucking 
magnum opus!!), the "Unresting place" 7" 
('89) along with the "Chain sawng massacre" 
LP ('90; no typo here, the title of this 
LP is really "Chain sawng massacre") and 
you'll never understand why PLAGUE were 
disregarded with so much ignorance... 


HAMMERHEAD 

The one that had a bunch of records on 
AmRep, not the German band. Deranged noise 
rock, easily the greatest band ever connected 
to AmRep. One of those bands much like The 
Jesus Lizard, that was comprised of musicians 
whose contribution to the band was so unique 
that they would be utterly impossible to 
replace if they left. I'm still looking for the 
third LP and various 7"s to complete my 
collection. 

THE AUTHORITIES

DOCTOR AND THE

say they're probably the only "funny" band 
that were actually any good. Fast as fuck, 
totally insane. Get The two LPs Fired From The 
Circus and Raphanadosis (often mistakenly 
called Snit) 

DOWNFALL 

British band from the early 90s who gave the 
world one 7", It's Not your Fault. I remember 
buying it off some guy at an Extreme Noise

ATHENA KAUTSCH 

The most underrated bands are usually the ones 
in your own scene that get taken for granted 
because they don't have any "cool" ex-members- 
of in their band, are usually a little younger, don't 
get writeups in zines, don't have records out 
on established labels, play so often that it feels 
redundant sometimes, or play so seldom because 
they don't have "cool" connections, yet despite 
this, still work extremely hard in supporting the 
community. Five to ten years from now, some 
nerd guy will praise them on some idiotic mes¬ 
sage board somewhere and claim to remember 
them from "back in the day" while never going to 
see them now.

CHRIS DODGE 

Considering I haven't written anything for SF+L in 
a few years, Athena figured I'm entitled to make 
up for lost time. She said I should answer a 
previous issue's Gimme Five question because it 
would be funnier. With that in mind, here are my 
answers to "What were your five biggest brushes 
with celebrity?" 

1. TINA YOTHERS -Right after I 

moved to Los Angeles from San Francisco in 2001, 
I was trying to figure out what to do musically. I 
was in a new city with a new range of possibili¬ 
ties. I've always had a weird obsession with late 
70s 4 early '80s sitcom stars, so I was happy 
to read some gossip in the paper about "Family 
Ties" star Tina Yothers and her band Jaded.

invited me to their next band practice. Rad! 

Two nights later, I was on my way to Corona to 
a Jaded practice. I got lost because Tina gave 
me the wrong directions, but after a few phone 
calls to their manager, I found it. I showed up 
right when they were taking a break 4 met the 
whole gang. They were all extremely nice. Tina's 
brother Corey was in the band, and I got to meet 
her mom, too. Her mom had plastic bags full 
of pomegranates for some reason. I gave them 
a CDR with some stuff I'd played on, and they 
listened to it on the spot. It had some pop stuff, 
but also some Spazz 4 East West Blast Test. So, 

I sat with Tina Yothers 4 listened to Spazz. Rad. 
Jaded was jamming with one of their old bass 
players at the moment, trying to get ready for an 
upcoming show at the Key Club. I had thought 
they were a basic indie/alt-rock sort of band from 
what I'd heard previously, but while watching 
them practice, it was clear that I wouldn't really 
fit, because their music was more like trippy jams 
with lots of funky slap bass, which is about as far 
from my style of playing as possible. Besides, I 
had shown interest in the band mostly in the spir¬ 
it of doing something fun 4 silly 4 having great 
stories from it, but after meeting them 4 seeing 
how cool they were 4 seeing how serious they 
were about their band, I also didn't want to try 
out because I thought it would be funny. I didn't 
want to be a jerk by treating it as joke, when they 
were so cool. So, that same night, I bowed out 
gracefully 4 told them I didn't think I'd be a good 
match. They were genuinely bummed. I couldn't 
believe it. Tina gave me a CD and tickets to their 
Key Club show. I went to the show a few weeks 
later, 4 she gave me a hug.

2. JERRY SPRINGER -I saw Jerry 
twice, also right after moving to L.A., which is 
weird considering he's based out of Chicago.

The tasting 
room was inside of some 100 year old building, 
but was still trying to be "hip" because a lot of 
folks pouring wine were wearing Hawaiian shirts 
and listening to the Beach Boys 4 old rock 'n' 
roll. The guy who started pouring wine for us 
looked immediately familiar, with a pudgy nose 
4 a boyish face. I knew him from somewhere...

- Japanese grind kings, drew all of 10 people 
at Hazmat and blew the place to shit anyway, 
thanks Beni!

YOUR LOCAL SCENE 

C'mon, stop hyping some obscure American 
HC band from 1981 or some modern passion- 
metal crustcore and go out to support your 
local 17 year-old thrash band. Nostalgia and 
message boards should not blind you to the 
fact of the ripping and honest music in the 
here and now, so I would argue that YOUR 
local band and their basement shows/demos 
should be on the list of the most underrated/ 
overlooked.

While it was me who suggested this issue's 
Gimme Five to Athena a few months ago, I'm 
finding it extremely difficult to nail this one 
down. There are so many ways to look at it; is 
it fair to call a band underrated if they released 
one limited EP and never toured? No one is 
underrating them because no one has ever fuck¬ 
ing heard them! And so many other bands are 
totally important, but musically don't really stand 
the test of time. But here I go: 

ANIMAL FARM 

A regional choice to be sure, but this 
Milwaukee band's sole EP still gives me 
chills. I've heard for years that there is an 
* unreleased full length this is only missing 

Duane's vocals. Get that dude back from 
Alaska, and rectify that please. File in the 
dark apocalyptic crust section, and you can 
still find their four song slab super cheap... 

LOGICAL NONSENSE 

Certainly not a band that slipped through the 
cracks, but I think that time has forgotten 
them. Being punk from New Mexico is a 


huge disadvantage in the mid 90's scene 
that was so East Bay-centric, but LOGICAL 
NONSENSE stayed, and produced three of my 
favorite albums, one of which was released 
on Alternative Tentacles, probably after 
NEUROSIS convinced Jello to put out a decent 
record—the 90s were not the best decade 
for AT. The live show still is unparalleled, 
and Mikey's vocal delivery is the best I have 
ever seen or heard. Period. This band is 
absolutely essential, and while people know 
the name, I don't think most appreciate how 
amazing this band was. 

KAKISTOCRACY 

How can legions of black clad crusters not go 
bananas for this North Carolina band? Beats 
me...several US tours and the monster of an 
LP fhat is reviewed in this record, combined 
with total dedication to DIY political punk 
makes this band a no brainer, but still they 
opening shows on tour. It makes no sense 
to me at all. 

PLAID RETINA 

Forget the bulk of their recorded output. 
Forget they ever "matured," even though 
that's the crap Karoline likes the best. The 

1987 PLAID RETINA EP on Lookout is a KILLER 
raw fast pissed hardcore punk record. 30 
second bursts of energy delivered with the 
precision that would later create piles math 
punk stuff like "Mind Tracing The Going 
Down," which I do not need in my life. So 
really I guess this is about an underrated 
record, not a band, but it's a record good 
enough to warrant that distinction. 

AFTERBIRTH 

A little cheesy, but this Michigan band's 

1988 "Who's In There" EP sits right alongside 
midwest classics like ARTICLES OF FAITH, DIE 
KREUZEN, EFFIGIES, THE FIX and so on. Tracks 
like "Mr. Louis" and "The Cool Tavern" (about 
a bar that would let these kids come get 
hammered) will make you chuckle lyrically, 
but the music and musicianship are truly awe 
inspiring. Admittedly, this is not a record 
that most punks are going to stumble across, 
but it still baffles me that the punk elite have 
not comped this release and made it the 
collector's item it deserves to be. Better for 
me though, as I can still snatch them up on 
the cheap and spread the word on my own. 
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Our review policy: we review everything short, 
fast, and/or loud. We even do slow, long, and 
loud. We even review noise. We do not put 
the initials of our reviewers at the bottom of 
each review because we believe no punk's 
opinion is more important that another's.

Arizona's CLEW OF THESUS is a very active 


sound artist and "NO WILL TO LIVE" attests 
to this in astounding fashion and in five 
punishing directions. At 4:48 "COVET" begins 
the disc - armored tank tracers hitting an 
iron blockade disbursing into a wave of thun¬ 
der/war machine moans and cries intercept 
one another until their demise and the piece 
fades. The "big monster" length-wise is 
track #2 "YOU HAVE TO KILL". Nearly 18 
minutes of "starbust" high quality/energy 
electronics (very active signals!!) complete 
with colliding avalanches merging to form 
new structures - taking out all civilized life. 

A sickening, cyborg voice is the "cherry on 
the sundae" for this epic work. From here 
"NO WILL TO" perpetuates an ominous hollow 
wave of pulsation in it's intro then 
signals a blast, flooding the listener's aural 
senses - gteal range of dynamics once again 
and a million plus angles to be attacked 
from.

The continuous output of GUILTY 
CONNECTOR'S KOHEI NAKAGAWA has really 
progressed at an accelerated pace and "burst 
explosions" tinged with luxurious "space 
harmonics" describe "RAW,BRUTAL SOUND 
SYSTEM DEMO" accurately...Piece number 
1} "YOPPARAI ASAGAYA" (LAST SUGINAMI

This new CD collects both of the band's 7" 

EPs (all pressings of both records produced a 
mere 1,400 units) and helps reintroduce this 
seminal band to the hardcore world. Yes, 
seminal. It may seem impossible that a band 
so overlooked would prove so influential, but 
it is true. Their furious brand of hardcore 
built upon the shaky foundation of over-the- 
top Eurocore while cranking everything up to 
the nth degree. Everyone from cream of the 
sXe crop to the best of the power violence 
bands borrowed a page from SM's book and 
many were hasty to cite the band's influence. 
The first 7" "Punk On Paskaa" (compromising 
the last 12 tracks on this CD) has the primi¬ 
tive production that you would expect, but 
even a thin recording cannot come close to 
masking the sheer magnitude of the hardcore 
on offer. The second EP "Tippa Tappa" (the 
only one I've personally owned-compromising 
the first 9 tracks of the CD), has a surpris¬ 
ingly solid production and still, after all these 
years, manages to completely blow me away 
with each listen. There are thrash bands out 
there by the hundreds who would collectively 
give limbs for a sound half this intense.

ODIO, PROTES BENGT (2nd demo), TATUERADE

Siege!), and the eternally fucking criminally 
underrated REVENGE OF THE WHORES (who 
were so light-years ahead of the game that 
you'd swear you were listening to CROSSED 
OUT...in ’83!). Many of these bands either 
pre-dated SIEGE or existed within the same 
time-frame. Now, I assure you gang. I'm NOT 


on crack...l love Siege! Only a dolt wouldn't 
see their contribution to fastcore, and only 
amputees are incapable of tapping a toe to 
them. They were speedy, HEAVY (not just in 
vibe but also never fearin' th' METAL covering 
VENOM'S "Warhead" at a high school battle of 
the bands), had singer Kevin bustin' an aneu¬ 
rysm with his screech, and put a LOT of effort 
into writing extreme songs simply for them to 
EXIST.

SIEGE GOES WILD 

At th« Battle of the 
Bandit recently held in our 
school. a local hardcore 
group called SIEGE stole 
the show. Halfway through 
their aet« lead guitarist 
Kurt Habelt took off his 
shirt to reveal a

Upon seeing 
the shirt. Hr. Concannon 
pulled the cord on Kurt's 
amp and refused to plug it 
In until Kurt removed his 
shirt.

"inventing" grindcore was NAPALM DEATH'S 
love for them. They really weren't the only 
fast midwest band they pulled influence from 
(ex-drummer Mick Harris has also generally 
cited Boston/DC hXc, and specifically DEEP 
WOUND), but probably drew the most atten¬ 
tion to themselves with the iconic name and 
ferocious tunes...tunes that were actually a 
common punk biproduct of the era: "we're 
young, we've got forced suburban angst, we 
love punk, let's play as fast and as fucked as 
possible cuz we're bored and the world sucks." 
In that regard. Siege was very much a classic 
hXc band. 

"So if Siege didn't invent grind, then who did?" 
CAKE my dear noisenheimers! Sweet, scrump¬ 
tious, chocolately cake...A FUCKIN' METAL 
BAND! AND IT WASN'T NAPALM DEATH!!! 

Truth is in the listenin' yo...just as Siege bore 
the trademarks (albeit, highly refined) of early 
80s punk mental attitudes in their sounds, 
Michigan's REPULSION pretty much self-anni¬ 
hilated any preconceived notions of what they 
THOUGHT they were playing (IRON MAIDEN 
RIFFS??? Actually. YEAH , vou QanJEMI hear

it!). Only stridently full-metal and mid-paced 
DEATHSTRIKE (another ND influence) were as 
heavy at the time, but Repulsion had distilled 
their riffery and 

youthful exuberance into grindcore's backbone 
(well, what SHOULD be it's backbone, but 
I'll elab' on that in a few) to this very day: 
drony-slide riffs, gruff vokes, and the godly 
BLASTBEAT (a prevailing theme in this pulit- 
zer-worthy chickenscratch of being A TOTAL 
FUCKING ACCIDENT...in REPULSION'S case their 
drummer tried to duplicate SLAYER monkey 
beats, but leaving out a beat. Choosing Death 
explains it all away much more romantically). 

Yer all gonna fucking kill me for saying this, 
but as an adult Repulsion's blasts don't seem 
to have as much power to me as the bands 
they continue to inspire into the millennium. 

"Well Siege had blastbeats!" Not quite...or I 
should say not quite AS fast (plus Rob threw 
in some other fancy-pants stuff that was STILL 
quite typical of other drummers of the time... 
though yes, it was ALL fast!). See, "pure" grind 
has a somewhat demoralizing mechanical feel 
going for it in all it's layers: the nature of 
the riffing style and minimal layering of riffs, 
the nearly discore arrangement to those riffs 
(natch, DISCHARGE was named once by ND 
and TERRORIZER as very distant kinsmen), the 
almost frill-less though machine-gun pace to 
the drums. I know I'm getting into the minu¬ 
tiae of it all, but there's also a vibe with the 
earliest bands that isn't easily duplicated. Not 


So yeah, bust open the MANDATORY Repulsion 
reissue-discography and you'll get a ton of 
trivia and insight from the band themselves 
(about EVERY song!) for what they thought 
they were going for: Being the world's most 
evil and absurdly fast death metal band 
(Yugoslavia's SATANIC LEGIONS OF DEATH 
existed at the same time and didn't quite 


to diss on them (they're Nakadashi 
Bloodbrothers and WE ALL HAVE THE 
PICTURES TO PROVE IT!), but listen to 
Japan's WORLD DOWNFALL side-by-side 
with TERRORIZER and I very easily rest 
my case (same with DISRUPT vs E.N.T, 
W.H.N. vs HERESY, old NAPALM DEATH 
vs new NAPALM DEATH chuckle chuckle 
chuckle chuckle). Except, ahem, MY 
band CTHUWULF, cough, vs Sweden's 
CRUDITY...we're their second coming 
yo! :0 


"BUT WHAT ABOUT THE BLASTBEATS!!!" 
Whoops! Guess I glossed over that 
one too quickly. Technically, SIEGE'S 
peers were ALL insanely fast...and 
YEAH, there's waaaaaay more to grind 
than the beat (no joke here, I once 
saw Metallica in '91 and Lars did a 
fucking SUSTAINED BLAST during a 15 
minute drum solo!!!), but the drumming STILL 
couldn't quite be labeled "inhuman". So if you 
HAAAAAVE to know (and I have audio tape of 
Mick to prove it!!! though us old fucks eas¬ 
ily deduced this from listening to th' jamz)... 
the high-hat (or crash, like TERRORIZER used 
to peel wigs with) and bass drum go in uni¬ 
son, with the snare alternating in between. 
Essentially it's a 1-2 chaos-punk oi-beat sped 
way the fuck up. It's a surprisingly difficult 
beat to keep up consistently without losing 
power or time (and DAAAAAAMN yo, could 
the first-wave grind drummers fuckin' h-bomb 
B'LAAAAAAST!!!). Oh man, you guys have 
GOTTA hear this tape of Harris defining "how to 
blast" AND his talkin' MAAAAAAD fuckin' shit 
on LARM's drummer for "cheating", or that 
Terrorizer's Sandoval was 
FASTER than HIM (Harris 
and Sandoval are like the 
DEMIGODS of pure grind 
drumming!!!). Harris would 
also have secret "contests" 
with other superfast bands 
N.D. would play with, like 
TOTAL MOSH PROJECT and 
even HERESY!!! What still 
shocks me were crossover 
bands like HIRAX and 
WEHRMACHT blasted too 
(I fence ride on that, but 
it's close enough for me to 
throw it out there)! 
















hit THAT mark...but a B+ for effort yo!). I 
wouldn't be surprised if Repulsion had heard 
of Siege, though the band had their finger right 
on the pulse of the latest u/g metal and cross¬ 
over (and a HUUUUUUGE fixation with ultra 
GORE and mondo!). “Corpses in a body bag...

ART yo! A-R-T!

"You've already brought up NAPALM DEATH 
several times, and I've read online that THEY 
are the ones who were the real pioneers?" 

Yes and no...in fact, it's pretty much an even 
neck-and-neck tie between ND and shamefully 
ignored FEAR OF GOD for PERFECTLY blenderiz- 
ing grind into it's absolute essence (50/50 hXc 
and death metaL.stripping out metal's postur¬ 
ing and hXc's angst and keeping only the most 
karmic bits...just as Siege mostly wore punk on 
their sleeves, for all of REPULSION'S extremity 
it's easy to hear that they were still a metal 
band). Both F.O.G. and N.D. took MAJOR liber¬ 
ties in fusing metric tons of obscure/odd (for 
the time) fast hXc and even MORE underground 
death metal than REPULSION. I'd go as far to 
say that FEAR OF GOD truly 
nailed the style off the bat, while it took N.D. 
up until their Peel Sessions and 2nd album to 


get the sound to gel. Why N.D. blew up 
as fast as they did was due to becoming 
a sort of mainstream pop-cultural joke 
in their native England, moving 20,000 
"units" of their debut LP in a matter of 
months (this was in a time when hXc sold 
in the thousands and not the hundreds... 
yeah it's hard for ME to believe too!). 

That and the fact the "classic" line up 
of Mick Harris, Bill Steer, Shane Embury, 
and Lee Dorrian were powerhouse tape 
traders back in the day...not counting the 
herculean P.R. efforts of their OTHER band/ 
zinemates in preceding projects and friends in 
other bands (Generic, Unseen Terror, Heresy, 
Ripcord, E.N.T, Doom, Intense Degree, Prophecy 
Of Doom, Satanic Malfunctions, Terrorain, 
Azagthoth, Carcass, and gawd knows how many 
other bands ND only 
said ello to at gigs!)! 

Poor FEAR OF GOD 
(who have to be heard 
to be believed!) got 
"fucked" with only 
1,000 copies of their 
one and only ep 
(even then they're 
not sure how many 
were really pressed by 
TEMPLE OF LOVE/DEAD 
records..."Dead" was 
the bootleg division 
putting out the well 
known CONFUSE "Atrocious Madness" 7" and 
"Make War Not Love" Japanese hXc comp LP). 
The band's word-of-mouth though was mon¬ 
strous, laying absolute SHOCKWAVES 'round 
the globe. They're still the untouchable stan¬ 
dard by a ginormous amount of niche-grind 
groups the world over. Ironically, the band 
always considered 
themselves "hXc", 
or even "noisecore" 

(coined by LARM!) and 
were even referred to 
as such in many small 
zines. Singer Keller 
even put together a 
little 1/4 page thingy 
about them in MRR 
(around the time they 
originally broke up in 
’88) and didn't men¬ 
tion ANYTHING about 


their style! 

I'll get further into F.O.G's tragically squan¬ 
dered potential and unlimited bootlegs later 
on! 

"This sounds like it's gonna get really fuckin' 
complicated Seanocide!" Yeah...it DOES?.. 
and DID! For total nonsense reasons too! 

See, at the start this was the birth of the true 
"Network Of Friends" (coined, then dismantled 
in "Network Ends" by Heresy!), which spanned 
much farther than the U.K.'s burgeoning fast- 
core scene. Arguably Siege (though Carcass 
were always ultra vocal about worshipping 
NYC MAYHEM) and definitely Repulsion had 
set a standard that these bands wanted to 
live up to...and intentionally surpass. None of 
these bands knew what they were doing. They 
played what they liked, what they thought they 
were emulating, and did it with conviction and 
energy (I have a video of N.D. rehearsing and 
WRITING the song “F.E.T.O." in Geislingen. 
They're going off to each other "yeah, that 
sounds like total MASTER, totally"...IT SOUNDS 
NOTHING LIKE MASTER!!!). 

But a majority of them were also KIDS. Some 
bands like Carcass and Heresy started rocking 
out when they were 15 (!!!). At N.D.'s height 
with the classic lineup I think Dorrian was 22 
when he bailed out. So...there were a LOT of 
secret pissing contests and egos going on, 
a lot of growing up to do, and unfortunately 
it affected many of the bands (ALL of whom 
wrote to and took immediate influence from 
each other in the snail-mail underground). 

Let's start sorting some dates out here...N.D. 
originally started at the end of '81 as a sort 
of KILLING JOKE-esque anarcho band with Nik 
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Bullen (who slill haunts P.E.'s message board) 
and later Justin Broadrick (also of FINAL, 

FALL OF BECAUSE/60DFLESH, HEAD OF DAVID, 
etc etc). I always liked N.D. at this stage, and 
would have been a fan even if they never dras¬ 
tically changed directions not too much later. 

So anyway, the pair loved CELTIC FROST (and 
THROBBING GRISTLE!) and wanted to com¬ 
bine that heaviness with the speed of SIEGE. 
Enter COMICALLY hyperactive Mick Harris on 
drums and things started getting more apeshit 
(though founders Nik and Rat were EXTREMELY 
well versed in global ultra-thrash, speeding up 
DISCHARGE riffs on many of the faster songs to 
create a "wall of noise". This was intentional 
as the band wanted to mimic the headcrushing 
proto power-electronics of WHITEHOUSE). 

Mick was also all over the place in his musi¬ 
cal loves, starting as a psychobilly (this was 
told to me by Pat of TERRORAIN, and honestly 
Mick has the tats to prove it) and playing 
drums with MARTIAN BRAINSOUEEZE in '84 
(and ANOREIXIA in ’85), discovering Japanese 
hXc through members of HERESY and future 
EARACHE records founder DIGBY PEARSON 
(he used to sell GUDON (lexis and the like at 
shows, this is one avenue where Mick could 
have heard GAI/SWANKYS, who would have 
suited his chaotic nature) and fast yankee hXc, 
and eventually going mad tape-trading for 
fucking obscure-ass death metal (MAJESTY, 


who were TERRORIZER/NAUSEA 
in an embryonic form, MASTER/ 
DEATHSTRIKE, who had influenced 
TERRORIZER blah blah blah). Mick 
had only been playing drums for like 
9 months when he joined up in '86, 
and for a short while pulled double 
duty for EXTREME NOISE TERROR 
as well. When Mick was a kid he’d 
chill with rastas and tape them with 
an f/x box he had and fuck with the 
ensuing loops. This always intrigued 
me as when he was in N.D. he'd also 
discovered New York art-phag indus¬ 
trialists SWANS...which of course all 
helped him come full circle when he 
''went solo" and started producing 
some VERY entertaining death-ambi- 
ent/trip-hop (he STILL releases these 
projects at a punishing pace to this 
very day). Micky wasn't alone in 
wanting to dynamite these mountains 
of influence, and soon found himself 
in a position to get his bear claws 
into some HIGHLY like-minded pals. 

So yeah, Nik and Jus' bailed ND between 
musical differences, personal crapola, and 
outside pursuits all together. The band HAD 
recorded 2 speedier demos and the A-side of 
the future "Scum" debut LP (which 
was also a demo...of sorts), but even 
then it still had a predominantly 
hXc sound (outta hand speed due 
to Mick's obsessive hyperactivity 
and REPULSION/ GOOGLEPLEX wor¬ 
ship, though the faster songs were 
incredibly sophmoric). There's a 
semi/secretly authorized cdr version 
of the "F.E.T.O." demo that you can 
obtain from WWW.OVERHEADDISTRO. 

COM (I love propping Jun). "Hatred 
Surge" is the most well known N.D. 
demo, but it's nice to see a NICE 
sounding version of the formerly 
obscure "F.E.T.O.” available for mass 
consumption (think of it as a more 
retarded recording of the "Scum" 

LP). 

"Wait wait wait...who the fuck is 
GOOGLEPLEX?" Speedy ass cinematic 
mid-80s skate JAPANESE HXC! I 
mean, I DID say Harris' personality 
leaned towards all-things-methed- 


out-monkeyfuck (which, regardless of the 
SWANS fixation, really surprises me why he's 
stayed a decade-i- with his current addiction to 
keepin' it sloooooow n' spacy...AND LOVIN' TO 
FUCKIN' FISH ON THE WEEKNDS!!!???). Harris 
and the rest of th' boys had no fear of proppin' 
their own godheads. It was pretty much N.D.'s 
thanx lists that got me curious about, oh...I 
dunno... INFEST (Ibassist Shane even had plans 
on doing an aborted split 12" with INFEST and 
his old perfectly-REPULSON-influenced band 
UNSEEN TERROR. He was also in AZAGTHOTH 
too, which were...drumroll...MORE Repulsion 
worship!), RUIDO DE RABIA, LARM, S.O.B., etc 
etc etc etc yo. In fact, I give sole credit to 
Lee Dorrian for getting me into CONFUSE from 
his drawing their logo on his fatigues (it's 
on the back of the MENTALLY MURDERED 12". 
Confuse's logo had me thinking they sounded 
like CONFLICT... don't ask me why, I just tard- 
out like that). 

"Oh hey, I know S.O.B.! They're a way shitty 
grind band!" Unfortunately you're right. S.O.B. 
is a bit of an anomaly though, originally taking 
heavy influence from DEAD KENNEDYS of all 
bands. At least on those earliest recordings 
they were LEGEND with charasmatic super-fast 
hXc 

(probably the fastest Japanese band of the 





























time along with GOOGLEPLEX). Lee had a cor¬ 
respondence with their singer Tottsuan (a 
nickname, which translates to "Old Man"), so 
I'm assuming that Lee was a huge window for 
him and his friends to score ACTUAL records 
from the Japanese scene at the time. This is 
the only other way to explain SWANKYS get¬ 
ting semi-covered by N.D. at a gig in Belgium 
(GAI/SWANKYS as I'd mentioned would have 
appealed to Harris too, as they were essential¬ 
ly old CHAOS U.K./DISORDER clones taken to 
nuclear levels), with Harris teaching the open¬ 
ing riff to "Damaging Noise" to fill-in guitarist 
Mitch (of Heresy/Unseen Terror) ON THE SPOT! 

But yeah. I'm gonna make a Guiness-worthy 
guesstimate (‘insert pic of Seanocide with 
fingertips-to-temples as if in deepest psychic 
ponderings) that S.O.B. saw dollar signs in 
N.D.'s sound, but FUCKED IT ALL UP spectacu- 
arly. Their new trax were just fucking awful, 
especially evident in Tottsuan’s "refined" vokes 
(which pretty much now sounded like a con¬ 
stipated 15 year old). Ironic considering Shane 
often boasted of stealing their early material's 
riffs (I've fuckin' scoured both 
band's back catalogs for comparison...and have 
come up totally empty handed. Remember my 
comments on what these bands "thought" they 


were emulating? There ya go!). 
On a way sad note, Tottsuan 
committed suicide by jumping in 
front of a train while on drugs. 
This even got a mention, full 
page pic, and scenester eulogiz¬ 
ing in...METAL MANIACS!!!(H!) 
There was a lot of 
way too public talk surround¬ 
ing his death, but sharing the 
somewhat 

solid info Athena and I have 
recently gleaned would be a 
slap in his 

family's face (‘Rage In Heaven 
olde god...your legacy will 
NEVER fade 

away!). The band is still going 
to this day...but of course 
still suck shit and endorse 
skateboard decks and such. 
Pointless trivia: Nuclear Blast 
was supposed to re-release the 
classique "Don't Be Swindle" 

12" (even going so far as to 
post the artwork in ads), but of 
course very soon opted to press 
whack death-thrash instead (I'll school you on 
"the big 4" [Earache, Relapse, Nuclear Blast, 
Peaceville] later on). 

Let's segue back into FEAR OF GOD so I can f-i- 
n-a-l-l-y give them the "pro printed" masturba- 
tory praise they've been long, long, loooooong 
overdue! 

FEAR OF GOD (naming themselves after the 
AMEBIX song) originally started in '86 as 
BUNCH OF LIES, with Erich on drums (!) and 
vocals, Thomas (I dunno if this is the same 
Thomas who was Erich's labelmate) on vocals 
and bass, and 
Dave on bass 
and drums 
(they'd switch 
around for dif¬ 
ferent songs). 

There's video 
(again, shot by 
OLIVER/CLUSTER 
BOMB UNIT!!!) 
of a show 
they played at 
the infamous 
Geislingen 


youth center... and of course like a dumbshit 
I got drunk and hit RECORD over it while mak¬ 
ing dubs (‘gawd gawd gawd...kicks self to this 
day). Amazingly, they performed drastically 
different (though recognizable) versions of 
F.O.G.'s future classiques. Erich looks hysteri¬ 
cal in this vid with his pear body, huge plastic 
glasses, and tight CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER shirt 
(a refined look that I had once mirrored in my 
own youth). Before anybody cuts my balls off 
for smug body image comments, it's just that 
I was pointing out that even the nerdliest of 
nerds can ATOMIZE FUCKIN'ASPHALT. 

Now...when they got the ULTRABRUTAL 
SERIOUS (DEAD. FUCKIN'. SERIOUS!) line-up of 
Erich (vokes), Dave (bass), Osi (drums), and 
Rito/"Tschochi" (guitar) in April '87...well shit 
howdy, talk about setting the "happy accidents" 
bar to inner-atmospheric levels! The band was 
a painfully 

exacting parallel to N.D. (oh, by the by, the 
bands were buddies and a half too), sharing 
the EXACT same inspirations in ultra-diverse 
genres...but I'll argue till I'm bleeding out 
my eyes that F.O.G. just totally totally totally 
stepped on balls even at their earliest rehears¬ 
als.
